That in municipal 
elections and \otes on by-laws creating 
dobtSijeal property shall bo the basis of 
the'Yrancbise. and parties sball have dual 
or plural votes according to the value of 
their property. 2. Women of full age, 
subjects of Her Majesty, with the proper 
woporty qaulification, shall have a right 
to vote at such elections. 

Ottawa, Feb. 28— The Act to incorpor- 
ate the' Eastern Railway, Manitoba, and 
tiib Act to impose a tax on wild lands in 
Manitoba, reserved by Liout.-Governor 
Morris, have rocoivod the assent of the 
Governor-General in Council ; also, the 
half-breed Land Grant Protection Act, 
and the Act respecting aliens in the same 
Province. 

Messrs. Howard and Royal are nego- 
tiating with the' Government for better 
terms for Manitoba. It is understood the 
claims thoy are pressing aio the same as 
were brought before tlio Government last 
year, and one of a character which- will 
make Manitoba the most expensive pro- 
vince in the confederation if granted.

Tho proceedings wero opened 
with .» prayer by llov. Dr. Cunningham. 
Tho meeting was addressed by Mrs. Al- 
len, Bey. Dr. Woodbridge, Mayor HovL, 
Mrs. Sears, Mrs. A. J. Duniway'and Mrs. 
Busli, after which a series of resolutions 
wero adepted endorsing tho proposition 
that all temperance societies in tho city 
appoint commissioners to act as a general 
oommitten.
